I went to lighten the connecting rede 
and pistons in my car by bering holes 
in them. Can you tell me the cisc, lo­ 
cation and number of holoo to be 
mode? 
We do not advise the boring of boleo 
in either pistons or rode, ss it would 
be of little advantage. In drilling boles 
in pistons, however, the common prac­ 
tice is to make tkem one-half inch in 
diameter. Either two or three rows are 
drilled, depending upop the length of 
the piston skirt, ft is usual for them 
to have a pitch of about one and one- 
half inch. That is. tbe distance from 
renter to center of the holes should be 
one and oue-half inches ordinarily. 
The rows should, of course, be stag­ 
gered. and In a piston of a diameter of 
about three and one-quarter inches 
twenty-four holes could bo put. In do­ 
ing the work precaution sbould be 
taken against cracking or breaking tbe 
thin shells of the pistons when drilling 
the holes. Fill up tbe Inside of the pis 
ton with lead or make a block of wood 
to fit within it. thus m aking it pooaible 
to drill the holes safely.
